Ollie Dyer, who is said to have intro- 
duced stenography into this country 
and was the first shorthand reporter in 
the United States Senate, is dead in 
Boston. 

George S. Work, who was sent to 
prison for wrecking the Bank of 
America and the American Life insur- 
ance Company 16 years ago, is dead at 
Philadelphia. 

George H. Moreland, a farmer, liv- 
ing near Trumbull Center, O., sudden- 
ly beesme insane and killed his two 
sons, aged seven and nine, by slashing 
their throats with a razor. 

Three acres of land on a farm in 
Carter county sank and slid 30 feet, 
opening up many fissures in the earth, 
one of them 50 feet deep. Deep fis- 
sures were opened in county roads. 

Mrs. Sallie Amhurgy, a wealthy 
widow, residing in the edge of Knott 
county, was found dead in a woodland 
back of her home. Her death is a mys- 
tery, since the body show* no signs of 
violence. 

The Burley tobacco growers filed 
articles of incorporation at Winchester 
No capital stock is issued and the in- 
debtedness is limited to $250,000. The 
purpose of the society is to increase 
the price of tobacco. 

W. S. Oliver, of Knoxville, and An- 
son Bangs, of New York, whose Pana- 
ma bid promise* to be succe*sful, de- 
clare they have no fixed planB for the 
work, but if they get the contract they 
will just go ahead and dig 

The grand jury at Findlay, O., re- 
ported, returning 938 indictments 
against the Standard Oil Conqiany, six 
subsidiary companies and John D. 
Rockefeller, H. H. Rogers and seven 
other officials of the alleged trust. 

The appellate court denied a rehear- 
ing in the cases of Guy Lyon and W. 
R. Fletcher, convicted of criminal as- 
sault in Ix>gan county and sentenced to 
death. Gov. Beckham immediately fix- 
ed the date of execution for Feb. 15. 

Later reports from the earthquake 
disaster at Kingston, Jamaica, indicate 
that the situation is decidedly more se- 
rious than was indicated by the meager 
dispatches sent out on Tuesday. The 
estimates of dead are now in the neigh- 
borhood of 1,660. 

A petition signed by County Judge 
Taulbee, County Attorney Hagins and 
more than a hundred citizens of Breath- 
itt county asking for the removal of 
Judge Carnes and the revoking of his 
commission was mailed from Jackson 
to Gov. Beckham. 

In the course »f proceedings at Phil- 
adelphia the charge was made, substan- 
tiated by a letter from the dead man, 
that Congresman Robert Adam*. Jr., 
who killed himself at Washington last 
year, was a defaulter to the extent of 
$70,000, having taken from a safety de 
|K>sit box bonds belonging to his fath- 
er's estate and to his brother. 

The snowfall in the Northwest is 
heavier than ever before. The Great 
Northern and other railroads are strug- 
gling against drifts 20 and .'10 feet deep 
and trains are days behind time. Part 
of the Soo line has been abandoned, 
and the Canadian Pacific, in Western 
Canada, has suspended operations. The 
weather is severely cold, ranging any- 
where from 33 to 55 degrees below 
zero. 

With the tributaries of the Ohio pour- 
ing Hoods into it at all points south of 
Pittsburg, ami the danger line reached 
in many places, it is predicted that the 
river will equal the flood of 1884. The 
Ohio passed the danger line at Cin- 
cinnati, Hooding the Grand Central 
station, the use of which has been dis- 
continued. Rivers and creeks in Ken- 
tucky ure all raging and great damage 
has been done. 

James J. Hill, president of the Great 
Northern Railroad Company, has writ- 
ten a letter to Gov, Johnson, of Min- 
nesota, in which he deals exhaustively 
with the various phases of the railroad 
problem. Mr. Hill sets out at length 
what, in his opinion, is responsible for 
the existing situation and what should 
be done to remedy it. The Western 
country has grown so fast that the 
railroads have been unable to keep 
pare with it, Mr. Hill says, and he 
believes the budding of additional 
trackage is the best solution of the 
problem.
